BERLIN Of)—A Russian tank di­ 
vision rumbled back into E ast Ber­ 
lin today as a dangerous new wave 
of anti-Communist strik es mark ed 
the first monthly anniversary of 
the June 17 work ers rebellion 
in 
East Germany. 
The co lumns o f So v iet tanks, 
tro o ps 
and a r m o r e d 
cars 
stamped and rumbled o stenta­ 
tio usly befo re dawn thro ugh Stal­ 
in Allee, a rio t fo cus a mo nth 
ago. The Russians po ured i n t o 
East Berlin fro m the east and the 
no rth. 


Soviet m artial law, proclaimed 
at the June 17 outbreak , was lifted 
in East Berlin only last Saturday 
night. The last of the 25,000 Rus­ 
sian arm ored troops who put down 
the rebellion withdrew then. 
It could not be confirmed im m e­ 
diately whether the Soviet forces 
had also gone back into other East 
German cities where m artial law' 
ended last week end.

Anybody can learn to write a ( 
story who can put one word after 
another. He doesn’t even have to 
know how to spell. A smart copy 
desk takes care of that anyway. 
Yet, there is more drama, more 
good, 
terse writing packed 
into 
expense accounts than you’ll find 
in most stories on the front page 
of your newspaper. And not a line 
V / this technique is taught in the 
schools. 
The reward for mastering this 
art (which I never have been able 
to do) is to break even. You start 
a trip with so much money. You; 
come home with considerably less, j 
plus a missing chunk of your owm 
dough. Then comes the awful time 
of explaining to your wife and the 
office what happened to all that 
ysh . Only a few' can ever suc­ 
ceed. 
In Cairo, they still talk about 
the reporter who cabled his office 
for $500. 
Needed it to buy tw’o 
camels, he said, to get him into 
the desert for an important story, i 
The home office sent the money. I 
And they reminded him that after 
the trip the camels should be sold 
and the money returned. 
This fellow 
got the story, but 
instead 
of returning 
the 
money 
from the sale of two camels he 
sent a note saving: “ Please send 
another 
IOO 
to 
cover 
attached 
expenses.” And there was a post­ 
script: “ Camels died. Cost of bury­ 
ing camels: $100.” 
They say that fellow' is an editor 
now. 
Another time, a fellow' put in an 
expense account of 50 cents for a 
haircut. The front office asked him 
JI) justify a personal item like a 
haircut. 
He said: “ I spent $1.25 for the 
haircut. I figure 50 cents worth of 
that hair grew (rn company time.” 
They don't teach you things like 
that in journalism school. 
Recently I went into Kentucky 
and West Virginia on a story. I 
drove for days across 
miles of 
winding, narrow mountain roads 
where occasionally a sign 
said: 
tty Minding Road.” 
Heading 
h. nte. 
I 
reached 
the 
broad, straight highway 
in V ir­ 
ginia’s 
Shenandoah 
Valley. 
No 
winding road signs. Just straight, 
beautiful 
highway 
with 
gentle 
curves where your speed sneaked 
up on you before you realized it. 
Everything was fine until a siren 
screamed and a patrolman waved 
me to the side of the road. He was 
^ courteous young man, but he 
*4lill pressed a summons into my 
damp little hand. 
Now, the question is will the front 
office every accept that fine as 
legitimate business expense? I fig­ 
ure the speed of the ear, like that 
reporter’s hair, just sort of grew 
on company time. 
It’s a pity they don’t give you 
the answers in journalism schools.

RED ROOTS IN AMERICA 
GUATEMALA, WITH A government at] 
the extreme left, is often called commun­ 
ist. Since the country is strategically locat­ 
ed as a potential troublemaker, the specter I 
arises of the United States being compelled 
to use military force and spend billions of 
dollars to eliminate a menace to this hem- j 
isphere. 
That Guatemala is communist is denied I 
by most people of that country. They point !

The only reason I am able to get out of 
the boiling city at all is that I can hire a 
teletypewriter from the telephone com­ 
pany. So I go to my farm and work from 
there—with a teletypewriter. 
Recently I received a letter from a pub­ 
lic relations firm in Washington, asking me 
to join in a complaint against the telephone 
company for raising teletypewriter rates. 
Having seen what has happened to many 
innocent persons who sign anything that is 
put before them, I have made it a rule to 
sign nothing, but if I want to join an organi­ 
zation or a group, I write my own ticket 
and sign it on my own stationery. 
Life, as the poet said, plays its little 
tricks. This public relations firm’s letter 
arrived just as my teletypewriter went gef- 
looev. Within a reasonable time, an hour or 
so, a man was up here in the woods, work­ 
ing on the job. which turned out to be very 
complicated. The next day, six men were 
working on it. I cannot get a plumber or a 
carpenter up here under several weeks of 
daily telephoning and, if the job is too dif­ 
ficult, I might never know how it is patched j 
up, only to make another job for the future. 
Therefore, I figure that I am getting my 
money’s worth from the telephone com­ 
pany and all I want to be sure of is that 
they do not some day tell me that they can­ 
not afford to operate this machine because 
the cost of keeping it in condition is too 
high. 
Why is it that men are not sensible about 
this 53-cent dollar of ours? It is only worth 
53 cents for a big company as for a private 
individual, and if labor wants more money, 
and taxes, which are a cost of living, keep 
high or go up even higher, prices must go 
up. There can be no two ways about that. 
In this public relations man’s letter, 
he 
says to impress me: 
“Our attorney was formerly an attorney 
for the Federal Communications Commis­ 
sion in the Common Carrier Division which 
had charge of the rates of the Bell System. 
He is familiar with the operations and ac­ 
counting of the Bell System in its relation to 
TWX and similar services.’* 
This is exactly wrong. Here is apparently 
an official who was paid by the people of 
the United States to develop expertness in 
a particular field, the expertness to be at 
the service of the American people. But, in 
this instance, the expertness is sold to a 
public relations firm or its clients with the 
object of preventing an industry from rais­ 
ing its rates. I am asked to pay $20 toward 
this cause, $10 for each teletypewriter I 
use. I do not know how many persons use 
teletypewriters, but the number is large 
and if each sent in $10 per machine, it 
ought to provide a goodly sum for the pub­ 
lic relations firm and its lawyer. 
I own no stock in the telephone company 
or, for that matter, in any other. I would 
not benefit directly or indirectly by higher 
rates. But I also do not want the telephone 
company to begin to economize and cut ser­ 
vices. For many years, I lived in countries 
where telephoning was a major event, in­ 
volving long and irksome delays.

Non-Surgica! Treatment Can 
Often Reiieve Disk Rupture 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
I HAVE discussed rup tured in ­ 
tervertebral disks several times 
in the past, as many people send 
questions and comments about 
possible operations. 
Operations are required in seri­ 
ous cases of ruptured disk, or 
those which cannot be helped by 
other methods. However, non­ 
surgical treatm ents can relieve 
and 
permanently 
cure 
m any 
cases. Particularly with ruptured 
disks of the lower back, th e vast 
m ajority do not require opera­ 
tive treatm ent. 
Try T reatm ents First 
Doctors will usually try other 
treatm en ts before advising an 
operation. Formerly, surgery was 
considered proper in m ost cases, 
but we have found th a t many 
people suffer the same pains and 
symptoms after an operation as 
before. 
The cause of a ru p tu red disk is 
a tear in the ligaments su rro u n d ­ 
ing the disks between th e bones 
of the spine. 
Most people know th a t these 
bones, the vertebrae, support the 
weight of the body a n d m ust have 
a good deal of mobility for bend­ 
ing and twisting. The disks are 
like pads of a m aterial somewhat 
similar to cartilage, or jelly, and 
perm it this movement freedom. 
Presses on Nerves 
An Injury, or over-strenuous 
exercise, can squeeze out some of 


I this jelly-like m aterial through a 
tear rn the ligaments, so it presses 
on the nerves and gives much 
pain. Sometimes, this can even 
happen for no reason th a t can be 
I discovered. T hen the tear tends 
I to grow wider, like a split in a tire. 
Usually, the sym ptom s are se­ 
vere back pains which may go 
down the back of th e leg to the 
heel. The person’s reflexes are 
sometimes altered, too, and there 
may be certain changes in the 
sensory nerves th a t give feeling 
in the foot. 
Occur at Any Age 
Most ruptured disks occur in 
the lower, or lum bar, spine, but a 
small percentage also occurs in 
the neck. They can occur a t any 
age. 
X-ravs are sometimes helpful 
in m aking a diagnosis and locat­ 
ing the rupture. This is necessary 
in case an operation is necessary, 
which should be done only when 
medical treatm en t h as failed. 
Usually, rest on a firm mattress 
or on bed boards between m a t­ 
tress and spring will help. Some­ 
times putting the person to bed 
and using a device to stretch the 
muscles in the legs is of help. 
Muscle-relaxing drugs, such as 
tolserol, have also given relief in 
some reported cases.

Stockholder Checks 
Run Ahead Of Last 
Year By 4 Per Cent

Ding almost one fourth better than 
this time last year. 
The first 36 corporations report­ 
ing on net income in the second 
quarter show more than two-thirds 
of them 
arr- outdistancing their 
profits for the p i n e three months 
in 1952. The ll whose second quar­ 
ter earnings are trailing last year, 
in most cases report only slight 
drops. 
Stockholders should be happier, 
fc-too. Corporations paid out about 
four billion dollars in dividends in 
the first, half of this year, a gain ! 
of 4 per cent over the year-ago j 
figures 
StiJ! another pleasant report is 
in the day’s news. The Securities 
and Exchange Commission and the 
Federal Trade Commission join to 
report

manufacturing

panics alone, made 2 ’ i billion dol-: 
!ars in net profits after taxes in 
•'the first three months of the year. 
This was ll per cent better than 
in the first quarter of 1952. 
Hie first 36 corporations rep o rt-1 
mg so far on their second quarter

industries. 
They are both large and small. 
Some of them report for three- 
months periods ending May 31, but 
most for the April, May and June 
_ period. 
Combined, they made net profits 
after taxes of $223,720,541 in the 
second quarter This is a gain of 
23.7 per cent over the year ago 
combined earnings of $180,801,358. 
Heavily weighing the report on 
the blight side, however, is the 
big come-back of the steel com­ 
panies 
Three of them report their 
combined earnings in the last three 
months ran 212.5 per cent over 
fc the year ago figure 
That, of course, is because in 
most of June 1952, their mills were 
idled 
by 
a 
strike, 
and 
profits 
slumped. 
The same weakness in com par!-i 
sons carries over also into other! 
industries. 
Some 
oil 
companies 
were struck during part of the 
1952 period. 
Many companies that supply or 
serve the steel industry suffered 
O /tro ra its strike of last sum m er,! 
which extended through most of 
July 
.Many companies that draw 
their supplies from steel mills also 
were hit. 
But the profit picture is defi­ 
nitely better this year.

1804 Rufus 
Putnam Map 


Is Featured 


Copies Available 
Free From Ohio's 
Highway Office 


Ohio’s official 1953 road map, 
just off the press, m arks the Ses­ 
quicentennial Year by presenting 
on the back the famous Rufus P ut­ 
nam map of Ohio, printed in 1804. 
The two maps offer a study in 
contrast between Ohio today and 
that of 150 years ago. 
The 1953 map, prepared by 
the 
division of traffic and safety, Ohio 
Department of Highways, 
is the 
most complete ever offered to the 
motoring public. Putnam 's m ap is 
hardly more than a crude outline 
of a vast wilderness region. 
The 1953 map tells the driver the 
type of road he will travel, desig­ 
nates 
all centers of population, 
gives mileage, identifies state for­ 
ests, state and roadside parks, first 
aid stations, fire towers 
and 
air­ 
ports. It even points out places of 
interest. 
• • « 
IT IS THE first official highway 
m ap to show the route of the new 
Ohio Turnpike, now 
under con­ 
struction. 
Putnam , Surveyor General of the 
United States, a Revolutionary War 
hero and the leader of 
the 
Ohio 
Company which made the first or­ 
ganized settlement in 
the 
North­ 
west Territory at Marietta, 
m ade 
no attem pt to m ark the roads. One 
hundred imd fifty years 
ago, 
the 
new' state of Ohio had a population 
of about 50,000 persons, 
exclusive 
of several thousand 
Indians 
who 
lived in the northwestern section of 
the state. 
These pioneers lived mainly 
on 
farm s and in 
villages 
along the 
Ohio River and its tributaries, and 
in the eastern part of the Western 
Reserve. The few roads, including 
Zane’s Trace which had been cut 
in 1796 across Ohio from Wheeling, 
Virginia, to Limestone, Kentucky 
(now Maysville), were only 
horse 
and wagon paths over the plains 
and through the forests. 
The P u t n a m m a p is from 
an 
original in the Ohio State Library 
In Columbus. Almost as large as 
the 1953 road map, it 
is repro­ 
duced in handsome color tones. 
It is said to be the first printed 
m ap of Ohio, and it is looked upon 
by authorities as a rare item. P ut­ 
nam was not in office 
when 
the 
m ap was printed 
in 
Jan u ary of 
1804. Appointed Surveyor General 
by President Washington on Octo­ 
ber I, 1796, he was 
dismissed 
in 
Septem ber of 
1803 by 
President 
Thomas Jefferson. 
P u tn am ’s ouster created 
a fur­ 
ore. He charged he was 
removed 
from office “ because I did not sub­ 
scribe to the m easures of him (Jef­ 
ferson) whom I have 
called the 
arch-enemy of the Washington ad­ 
ministration.” Putnam called his 
successor “ an active Tory.”

PUTNAM WAS, by early train­ 
ing, a millwright and farm er. He 
m ade a nam e for himself 
in 
the 
Revolution by directing the build­ 
ing of the defenses 
in 
the 
New 
York area and at West Point from 
self-gained knowledge of engineer­ 
ing. His Ohio m ap ignored Zane’s 
Trace, the Ohio super highway of 
its day. Numerous pioneer towns 
in the 
southern and northeastern 
sections of the state are not m a rk ­ 
ed.

Athens, 
which Putnam himself helped plat 
in 1800, is not on the map. No coun­
